The inventor of gas lights was a French- 
man, Phillippe Le Bon, an engineer of roads 
and bridges, who in 1785 adopted the idea of 

| using, for the purpose of illumination, the

He labored for a long time in the attempt 


to perfect his crude invention, and it was not 


j until 1799 that he confided his discovery to 
the Institute. In September, J800, he took 
out a patent, and in Isul he published a me- 


moir containing the result of his researches. 
| Le Bon commenced by distiliing wood, in 
order to obtain from it gas, oil, pitch and 
pyroligneous acid, but his work indicated the 
possibility of obtaining gas by distillation

The Tomb of Nicholas- 

The most interesting church in St. Peters- 
burg is that dedicated to Sts. Peter and 
Paul, or, as it is otherwise called the “ For- 
tress Church,” as it stands within the citadel 

fthe citv. Its slender spire, precisely re- 
sembling the Admiralty, rises far above all 
hers, to the height of three hundred feet, 
lits gilded surface shines dazzingly in 
the sun. It is said that twelve thousand du- 


cats have already been expended in the gild- 


ing of this spire. But within the Fortress 
of the church rests the remains of all the 
Czars since Peter the Great. No European 
monarchs rest so unostentatiously, and no 
others are buried within the walls of a for- 
tress. T’o each emperor there is erected 
merely a simple sarcophagus, with fre-

A Strate daar The project of hold- 
ing a general Muster of all the troops com- 
prising the Massachusetts Volunteer Militia, 
is under serious advisement. In that event,his 
Excellency, Gov. Gardner. will take the com- 
mand. There are, we believe, about seven 
thousand soldiers in the State military ser- 
vice. Should the proposition be consumma- 
ted, it will be the grandest display of citizen 
soldierv eyer witnessed in this country.
